CC&BE dated 5 th March, 2012 has recommended issue of a Notification by the President under 
section 12 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) (herein referred to as the 
said Act) calling upon the fleeted members of the Legislative Assemblies of fifteen States to 
elect fifty-eight members to fill the seats in the Council of States to be caused vacant due to the 
retirement of sitting members;

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And whereas in pursuance of the recommendations of the Election Commission, a 
notification number S.O.407 (E), dated the 12 th March, 2012, has been issued by they President 
calling upon the elected members of the Legislative Assemblies of fifteen States specified in the 
said notification which, imei aha, included the State of Jharkhand wherein two members were 
required to be elected for filling (he seats becoming vacant on the 2 nd April, 2012 in the Council 
of States oh expiration of the term of office of the sitting members; ' . 

And whereas the Election Commission has, inter alia, fixed the schedule for all the 
above-mentioned biennial elections by its Notification No.318/1/2012(1), dated 12 March. 
2013, issued under sub-section (1) of section 39 and section 56 of the said Act and by the said 
notification, fixed the poll to be taken on 30 th March, 2012 to fill the two seats in the Council of 
States from the State of Jharkhand; 

And whereas the Election Commission vide its proceedings No. 31R/CSJKD/2012- 
CC&BE dieted 30 th March, 2012 (copy annexed as Annexure to this Notification), has forwarded 
a detailed' recommendation to the Ilon'ble President regarding the conduct of the biennial 
elections to the Council of States in the State of Jharkhand making observations of certain 
incgularities mentioned in the aforesaid Annexure and lecommended under article 324 of the 
Constitution read with section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 4897 (10 of 1897) to the Hon’ble 
President that she may be pleased to rescind the said notification in so far as that notification 
relates to the calling upon the elected members of the Jharkhand Legislative Assembly to elect 
two members to the Council of States;

And whereas on considering the recommendations of the Election Commission, made in 
this regard, the President is satisfied that the notification number S.0.407 (E), dated the 12 
March, 2012 may, in so far as it relates to calling upon the elected members of the Jharkhand 
Legislative Assembly to elect two members to the Council of States, be rescinded; 

Now, therefore, the President is pleased to partially rescind the notification number 
S.O.407 (E), dated the 12 th March, 2012, in so far as it relates to calling upon the elected

PROCEEDINGS 


Two members of the Council of States, namely, Shri Surendraj eet Singh 
Ahluwalia and Ms. Mabel Rebello, elected from the State of Jharkhand are dlie to 
retire on 2 April, 2012, on the expiration of their term. A biennial election to fill 
the two vacancies arising on the retirement of the above said two members was 
called by the Hon’ble President vide notification No.318/1/2012(E)''’dated 12 th 
March, 2012, issued in terms of Section 12 of the Representation of the People 
Act, 1951 (for short ‘1951-Act’). By the same notification, the Hon'ble President 
was also pleased to call the biennial elections from 14 other States. The Election 


Commission fixed the schedule for all the abovementioned biennial elections by its 
Notification No.318/1/2012(1), dated 12 th March, 2012, issued under Sections 39 
and 56 of the said Act. By that Notification, 19 th March, 2012, was fixed as the 
last date for filing nominations, scrutiny of nominations was scheduled on the 2,0 th 


March, 2012, withdrawal of candidatures was permitted upto 22 nd March, 2012,

and the poll, if necessary", was scheduled to be held on 30 th March, 2012. For 
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filling the said two vacancies from Jharkhand, the following five contesting

Accordingly, the poll from the State of Jharkhand to fill the abovementioned two 
seats was scheduled to be taken on 30 th March, 2012. 

2. On 26 th March, 2012, Shri Gurudas Das Gupta, Member of Parliament 
submitted a representation to the Commission in which he mentioned that the 
electronic and print media suggested strong and tangible apprehensions about 
‘money power’ coming into play to decide the destiny of such an important 
democratic process to the detriment of the interests of the State and its people. He 
cited various reports in the print and electronic media expressing serious 
apprehensions about ‘horse trading’ to gamer votes of vulnerable MLAs to enter 
one of the most prestigious institutions of Indian democracy, the Council of States. 
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He further stated that in order to attract the Nation’s attention to this imminent

threat to Indian democracy, he raised the matter on the floor of the Lok Sabha 

during its proceedings on 26.03.2012 as a Special Mention. Referring to the past

history of the last biennial election for Rajya Sabha from Jharkhand in 2010, he 
pointed out that there is a bizarre trend of the people with enormous financial clout 
influencing the MLAs m Jharkhand to vote in their favour and that the Jharkhand 
Vigilance Commissioner had, under instructions from the Election Commission of 
India, filed an FIR against four MLAs, namely, S/Shri Rajesh Ranjan, Uma 
Shankar Akela, Simon Marandi and Teklal Mahto, for accepting money for voting 
ip favour of certain candidates at that election. He prayed to the Commission to 
take serious note of the reports and concerns about the grave aberrations being 
attempted by sections of contestants in Jharkhand with a view to unleashing 
‘money power’ for ensuring the outcome of Rajya Sabha elections in their favour 
and demanded that the present process of biennial election from the State of 
Jharkhand be cancelled and fresh notification be issued for de novo process. In 
support of his above allegation, he also submitted a list of the contesting 
candidates, which inter alia showed that the nomination papers of the two 
independent candidates had been proposed by several MLAs belonging to 
recognized political parties when those parties had themselves set up theii 
candidates for tfye elections

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3. On 27 th march, 2012, Shri Babu Lai Marandi, Member of Parliament (Ex- 
Chief Minister of Jharkhand) called on the Commission with a delegation and 


presented a Memorandum signed jointly by him and Dr. Ajoy Kumar, Member of 
Parliament, echoing almost the same apprehensions of ‘horse trading’ as were 
raised in the above referred letter dated 26.03.2012 of Shri Gurudas Das Gupta. 
He also stated that ‘barbarous attempt to manipulate our Parliamentary system 

through dubious means being made by certain people possessing money power, 

\ ; • 

which if allowed, is sure to be replicated in other States as well’ and appealed to 

the Commission to take note of the situation and cancel the ongoing process for 
election to Rajya Sabha in Jharkhand immediately.

4. The above letter of Shri Babu Lai Marandi was followed by a letter dated 
27.03.2012 from Shri Sharad Yadav, Member of Parliament. He also raised the 
same apprehensions about horse trading and money power being used and resorted 
to by some candidates for gamering votes of vulnerable MLAs to secure their 
election. 

5. Taking due note of the above apprehensions raised by important Members of 
Parliament about the role of money power and horse trading in connection with the 
ongoing biennial to the Rajya Sabha from Jharkhand, the Commission instructed 
vide its letter No. 61/CS-JKD/2012-CC&BE, dated 27 th March, 2012 the Chief 
Secretary to the Government of Jharkhand, Ranchi, to instruct all the concerned

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authorities in the State to keep a strict and vigilant watch on the situation so as to

prevent any such incident and also to take strict action under the law against 
anybody found indulging in such activities. The Chief Commissioner of Income 
,^Tax, Jharkhand and Chief Electoral Officer, Jharkhand were also alerted likewise. 

6. On the morning of 30 th March, 2012, i.e., the day of poll, the Chief 
Commissioner of Income Tax, Jharkhand Region, reported to the Commission by 
his letter No. CCIT/RAN/Estt./Election/2011-12/121 11, dated 30.03.2012, that on 
his entire department being sensitized to the possibility of horse trading and money 
power during the elections, his department received information from a reliable 
source late in the night of 29 th March, 2012 that cash would be transported from 
Jamshedpur to Ranchi for the purpose of distribution in connection with the 
election. Therefore, with the help of the district police authorities, a picket was 
placed on Jamshedpur - Ranchi highway (NH-33) at Rampur Haat to check the 
movement of suspicious vehicles. At around 06.30 a.m., information was received 
that an Innova Car bearing registration No. JH Ol AC 2085 with a person, named 
Sudhanshu Tripathy was carrying unaccounted cash for the purposes of 
distribution, in connection with the election on behalf of Shri R.K. Agarwal, an 
independent candidate in the election. Consequently, a warrant authorization was 
issued by the Commissioner of Income Tax to search the vehicle and that the 
search of the vehicle yielded cash of Rs.2.15 crores (Rupees two crores fifteen 
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lakhs). The cash was being carried by Shri Sudhanshu Tripathy, who is an 
employee of Shah Sponge and Power Limited having its offices at Chaibasa and 
Jamshedpur. Further enquiries made into the matter revealed as follows 

c (i) Prima facie, the source of the cash found in the vehicle is unexplained 

v and is liable for seizure.

(ii) So far Mr. Tripathy has stated that the money was handed over to him 

by Mr. Soumitra Sah, Son-in-law of Mr. R. K. Agarwal, one of the

independent candidates for Rajya Sabha election. The same was to be

handed over to a person named Khandelwal, the owner of a Ford Ikon 

showroom at Ranchi. 

(iii) The vehicle under reference is in the name of Shri Suresh Kr. 

Agarwal, brother of Shri R.K. Agarwal. 

(iv) The cash found appears to be without clear source and efforts are oh 

to detect its real source.’ 

7. That report further shows that after the interception of the abovementioned 
vehicle, credible information was received that two more vehicles carrying 
unaccounted cash were also following the intercepted vehicle from Jamshedpur 
and that those two vehicles went back to Jamshedpur alongwith the alleged cash 
noticing the interception of the first vehicle by the Income Tax Department. The 
cash in the subsequent two vehicles was reportedly handed over at the residence of 
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one Mr. Prakash Khemani at Jamshedpur. A search action has been initiated at the 

residence of Mr. Khemani and surveys are being conducted at the office premises , 

of Mr. Khemani and Shah Sponge and Power Limited at Jamshedpur with the

authorization of search issued by the Commissioner of Income Tax, Jamshedpur. 

At the time of the above report, both the search and survey operations were still in

8. A report to the similar effect was also received from the Senior 
Superintendent of Police, Ranchi and Deputy Commissioner-District Magistrate,

9. The poll for the above election was taken today (30 th March, 2012), as 

scheduled. The report of the Returning Officer shows that out of 81 members of 

/ v 

the Iharkhand Legislative Assembly (one seat being vacant), 79 members cast their 
votes at the poll today. He has further reported that during the poll, three voters, 
namely, Shri Vishnu Bhaiya (of Jharkhand Mukti Morcha), Shri K.N. Tripathi (of 
Indian National Congress), and Shri Suresh Pashwan (of Rashtriya Janata Dal) 
showed their ballot papers to persons other than their respective party agents, and 
thus, violated the prescribed voting procedure. This raises a strong suspicion that 
the votes of the abovementioned three MLAs may have been influenced by the 
alleged horse trading about which strong apprehensions had been raised by S/Shri 
Gurudas Das Gupta, Babu Lai Marandi and.Sharad Yadav.

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10. The report of the Returning Officer was followed by another representation 
dated TO” March, 2012, on behalf of five Left parties in Jharkhand, namely, CPI, 
CPI (M), Forward Bloc, RSP and Marxist Coordination Committee, staling that 
huge money was being spent by some candidates to buy votes in the Rajya Sabha 
election from Jharkhand and requesting the Commission to intervene immediately

in the matter and stop election process of Rajya Sabha in Jharkhand, so that 
exemplary step was taken to discourage ‘cash for vote’ in the election.

The Commission has very carefully analyzed and examined the whole 


situation. It may be worthwhile to mention that ‘bribery’ at elections to any person 
with the object of inducing him or any other person to exercise any electoral right 

t 

or, even inducing or attempting to induce any person to exercise any such right is 


an electoral offence under section 171B of the Indian Penal Code, and is 
punishable with imprisonment of either description for a term extending upto one 
year or, with fine, or with both. Such ‘bribery’ at elections is also a corrupt 
practice under section 123(1) of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 which 
can result in the election ot the returned candidate being declared void and the 
candidate found guilty of commission of such corrupt practice can also be 
disqualified by the President on the recommendation of the Commission for a 


further period of six years. 
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12. The above provisions in the law, making ‘bribery’ an electoral offence and a 

corrupt practice, have been made with the manifest object of ensuring purity of the 

election process. In this context, it may be apt to point out that purity of elections 

* 

at elections to the Rajya Sabha has been given a prime place in the scheme of our 
elections to Parliament, whereby even the secrecy of votes has yielded to the 
principle of purity of election by making the polling process at the elections to the 
Rajya Sabha an open exercise (see proviso to section 59 of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951). Under Rule 3 9AA of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, 
at the time of the poll at elections to the Rajya Sabha, every elector (MLA) 
belonging to a political party has to show his marked ballot paper to the authorized 

representative of his party before inserting it into the ballot box and any refusal on 

y 

his part to show his marked ballot paper to his party representative would render 
his ballot paper liable to rejection. When the voting process at elections to the 
Rajya Sabha was made open by the insertion of the abovementioned proviso to 
section 59 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, by the Representation of 
the People (Amendment) Act, 2003 (No.40 of 2003), the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons appended to the Bill stated as follows:-

Earlier, the same principle was stressed by ’the Hon’ble Supreme Court in the case 

of Raghbir Singh Gill Vs. Gurcharan Singh To hr a (AIR 1980 SC 1362) whereby 
the Stipreme Court had held that “Secrecy of ballot, though undoubtedly, the vital 


principle for ensuring free and fair elections, it was enshrined in law to sub-serve 
the larger public interest, namely, purity of election for ensuring free and fair 

election.. They can co-exist but as stated earlier, where one is used to 

destroy the other, the first one must yield to the principle of purity of election in 
larger public interest 

13. The Hon'ble Supreme Court while examining the validity of the 
abovementioned proviso to section 59 inserted in 2003, like-wise held in Kuldip 
Nayar Vs. Union of India and Others (AIR 2006 SC 3127):

14. Viewed in the light of the above principle of purity of election as upheld by 
the Parliament by making the process of election to the Rajya Sabha an open 
exercise, which has received judicial recognition at the Apex level in the country 
by the above referred two judgments of the Hon’ble Supreme Court, it becomes 
imperative on the part of the Commission to ensure that the above principle and its 
sacrosanctity must be maintained and preserved by the Commission. The very 
object underlying the constitution of the Election Commission as an independent 
constitutional authority under Article 324 of the Constitution is to ensure that the

elections to Parliament and State Legislatures are conducted in a free and fair 
manner where the purity of elections receives the highest priority. The Hon'ble 
Supreme Court, in the case of Mohinder Singh Gill Vs. Chief Election 
Commissioner and Others (AIR 1978 SC 851) has also laid great stress on the 
conduct of free and fair elections and has observed that Article 324 of the

permitted lo proceed. Accordingly, the Commission hereby recommends, under 
Article 324 of the Constitution read with Section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 
1897 and all other powers enabling it in this behalf, to the Hon’ble President that
